We happered recently to come acroes the following
ameng the confidential correspondence of Naopoleoa the
First, with Lia brother Josepn, The great Emperor was
supposed to know semething of military matters, yet
if be did, and his potioe were right, then the practice
current, both in civil and military circles in the Uon-
federscy, must be wrong. We take it that NaroLzox
koew nothbing of the art of war, and ought to bave
gone to achool 1o seme of our “ prominent eommand
ers,” especially of the army of Tennessee, also to the
“relioble gentleman,” sundry members of Coogress, Me,
Foore in particular, to sey pothing of able editors io
Raleigh, Richmord and elsewbere, who sre always dis
paragicg our own foroe and magniying that of ths en-
emy. The letter is dated from the palace of Schon-
brunn, near Vienna, avd dated October the 10th, 1809 :

‘M. Le GenpyaLl Crirxx: I wish you to write to the
Kisg of Span to impress ugon him that nothing can he
more contrary tothe roles of wsar than to publish the
strength of his srmy. either in ordera of the day. la pro-

40 000 men and the insocgents 120.000 ; that to represent
the treuch as iew and the enemy asnumerons, discourages
us, and gives confidevc? to them ; that it s pubiishieg his
weakuess throughoyt Spain. le short, to give moral fv:es
to the vuemy is to take it irim ono's sell ; fpr men natur
aly helicve thet in the long ron the smal pumber wilf be
beaten by the greates. Tue st exorerienced general find-
it d flicult on tue ticld of battle to estimate the e¢pem)'s
pumwe. s. sud the iu.tiact of every oue is to imagive them
gieater thau tbhey reaily are. But when a man is so impro-
dent a8 1o allow such ideas to circula‘e geunerally, snd to
guthor z¢ exaggersted sccounts of the ecemy’s strength,
every colonel of Cavairy wio goes on & reconnaissance soes
an army, and every caplain ot vuitigenrs dicoovera batta.

Cold,

We thiok we run no risk in eaying that this merning
waa the coldest of the preeent year. Io fact, we do not
know but it will bear comparison not simply with the
other morving of 1864, but with any morping for the
last twelve months. A lew such vights would make ice
enough to keep us co'd during the next Summer; if there
wes avy way tosave it. é

Let us make a soggestion. Near many of our posts
in this vicinity there are shallow ponds ofggod water,
the very places where ice would be most likely ‘o form
under a moderate degrea of cold. Suppose that our
soldiers should be detailed to coostruct the prop.r sort
of houses and to save this ice for the hospital ®se, it
might be the means of seving many lives durigg the
fervid hea's of the Summer of 1864. It is true that
this would call for labor oa the pact of the soldiers, but
it wou!d be labor for themselvea. Any soldier is liable
to sickpess or to wounds. His very hfe may depend
apon the use or the application of ice. It is therefore
his persopal interest to save ice if be can.

Firx —The salsrm of fire between 1 and 2 o'clock
on yesterdey, wes cavsed by the burniog of 15 to 20
bales of cotten st the depot of the Wilmingtcn and
Weldon Rail Road. The cotton belonged to the steam-
or “ City of Petersbarg.” It was in very bad condi-
tion, aud the fire was no doubt caused by sparks from
the y:rd epgine.

Ee would glance at the legislation on thiz sab-
ject. Oar army regulations themselvea provided for
the reception of subsiitutes. While the conscript law
was being considered, a claus wis introdaced allowing
substitutes to b2 received unuder regulations to be pre-
scribed by the Secretary of War. At the time the
jupior Senator from Kentucky proposed to amend by
inserting a clause, that sbhcu'd the substitute desert the

incipal should be beld liable s.0d should take his place.
'his proposition was voted down by the BSepate upon
the ground that the substitute, when mustered into ser-
vice, pested from under coutrol of the principal, and
that it was pot right nor just to hold ihe principal re-
spocsible for his fidelity. [lhis may or may not bave
been a wise law; it may bave been wise to not have re-
pealed it sooper, but it was passe), and had not been
repealed. VWhen a propesition was made, at the last
sess on, to put into the army principals whose substi-
tutes bad deserted, the propositien was voted down.—
be Senate, at the last seasion, passed a bill to abolish
the law authorising the further reception of substitutes,
which, for some reason, did not pass the othar House.
(his was the history of the question. Cosyreu bad
thought best to leave to the Secretary of War to fix
regulations under which snbatitutes shoald be received,
end the S:cretary did prescribe regulations. On the |
19tb of May, 1862, he prescribed tve first reguiation.
lo the gepers! order intended to carry inte execution
ithe couscript law, it was prescribed that ne bersons
sbould be exempt “except those who bad farnished sab-
stitutes, and then cply eo long as the suoetilu'e was
Mmselt «x:mpt from eervice.” It wes very fortunate
.rat the S=cretary did not put ioto (kis order a regula-
tion mukiog psincipals lisble whose substitutes had ue-
«¢eried. Buot ths was not doue.

The pext general order ou the subjsct was issued No-
vembe: 19, 1862, and prohibited the acceptance of sub-
siitutes undcr cigh'e.n years of age, the receptiou of
suostitutes ip parusan rauger corps, and into compan-
1e8 bel re they were organ's d and mustered in. The
pext order relative to subatitetes provided that when
tbe substitute became liable, from any cause, their prio-
cipals aiso became iiable. '

But the gereral crder cf the 20th July, 1863, pro-
vided, that bereafter pe2rscps furnishing a sabstitute
shall be liable for the loas cf their substitates from any
cause whatever excepi the casaalties uf war.

'i'be SBecretary of War eaid there wsa no contract be-
'ween the Government and the priocipals. He (Mr.
Orr) ivsis ed that there was a conuact. Bat if there
wss pone, put it apon the ground of good faith. 1The
conotry mekes a cail for solaiers. A comes forward and
offers bimself. Tbe Government says to kim, if he will
inrpish & guitable eabstitnte, he sbell be discharged.—
He furpishes B, who is accepled ‘ard mustered io, and
A is discharged. Wasit contended that, cousistently

with good faith, the Goverament could afterwards tal_xe
A and pat bim ioto the army ! Senators had s4id
there could be no con'ract between the Goversmeat
apd principal ; thatit waa a nedum pactum, there be
iog no coosideration. A consideraiioh was not neces-
sary to a contrect. Iledirected the grava attention of
Senators to this question of good faith. ‘They had con-
seribed citizecs to the age o: thirty-fve. They had said
to them, f it suited therr pleasure and covenience, they
might furnish substitptes. Some of the cvascribed
searched cut substitutes, paid them thiir money, and,
baving put them in'o the army avd complied with all
the prescribed cocditions secared their discharges.—
Now, it was ea:d, there was no violation of good faith
in putticg io these principsls.

Bat tbere were other d:ficulties in the way of this
bill. If it was passed and became a Iaw, Pow was it to
be exccuted? He cou'd say, from iuformation that be
bad, that it could never bs execated, except by the
means recommendad the other day by the Seuator from
Migsiesippi, (Mr. Browr) in Lis revolationary rpeech.
Already it bad beea decided by the Sapreme Coart of
North Carolina that «von when a substitute bscame
liuble,-by the extonsion of the conscript age, the prinei-
pal was not liable. O.her decisions on the sams subject
had been given in South Caroline, Alabama and Mis
sisgippi. It was proper he should here say, that if the
North Carclioa State Court bad had the general order
ot the War Department before them thelr decision
miglbt bave be-n dificrest But sull that court bad
decided thit when the sabstitute waa accepted aud the
principal diecharged the latter could not be taken agaio.
If, after this d:cisien, this bill is pass:d, the prinocipals,
when conscribed, wiil eue out their writs of Aabeas cor-
pus, and will be fcrihwith released, und tbe Governmeaot
must either scquicsce or trample the civil tribunals an-
der foot and put the whole couutry under military rale,
as recummended by the gentiemun from Miseissippi,
(Mr. Brown.) Hc¢ was uot prepared for such a condi-
tion of thiogs as tnis. He did wot believe there was
any necessi'y for it. 'T'here was a set of declarations in
North Carolina, Scuth Caroviinaand Alabama discharg-
ing the priucipals, and, in Mississippi, putting them ip-
Lo tue army.

Those principals who had farnished substitutes were
ap odious class. Ile desired it to be uaderstood that
oo relative or particular fricnd bad furnished a substi-
tu'e. He bad no persoosl interest in the matter. Bat
be wished to protect untarniched the good faith of the
Government even to this cdious class, and would not
be overawed by the clamor of tke country or the army.
tie wag uowillivg to paes any law which mighs tbrow
a stain upog the goud [aith of the Governmeht.

It was pecessary to pase ano‘her conecript law. He
was pot prepared 10 say what effizct the passage of this
lsw wouid bav@® upon the old law, but thought it would
abrogate the whele of it ; sud tbat would be less sab-
J-ct 1o oljj-ction, &5 it would pul io others besides those
who bad rurnished substitutes.

In conclusion, Mr. Orr proposed to amerd the bill
by tte fcllowing em-ndwent, by way of a substitate :

* fhat all prive'pals wno were liable to conscription
ander the several laws of Congress, and who have far-
vished snbstiinies sioce the 191 May, 1863, whose gno-
stitates were not exempl Irom conscripties, or who
nave since becume liable to conscription ; and all prin-
cipals who have lurnished subsiitutes siace the 8:h of
September, 1562, who were uonder the age ol eighteen
years, or who were lornished in any partisen corps, or
in auy company uot fully organised and reerived by the
War Department ; and all priucipals who bave, since
the 20ib of July, 1863, farpished sobstiiutes, and the
scrvic-s ol such substiiutes have been, or may hereafter
be, lost, from acy ceuse other thyp the casualiics of
war, are hereby d.clared lisole to miulitary service.

“Skcriexy 2. Tha: all principals claiming exemp
tiop by res on of baviog (urnisbed substituies, (w®addi-
(lou to exhibiting exemption papers, shali b2 required
10 prove, te the satis'activo of tlLe eoroliing officer, that
he is pot embraced within either of the provisioas of the
first section of the act.”

Mr. Orr said if his gmendment was adopted it wonld
pat into the army el who did not have gsod snbati-
tutes, aud at the ssma time wmave the good faith and
credit of the Government.

Mr. Maxwell, of Fiorida, moved to amend by addiag
to tbe House bill the following additiong! clause :

* Nor shall it aflact any persoa who is now actually
employed 1o the caltivation, or superintending the cal-
ivation, of bis (arin or plantation, or the farm er-piaa-
tation of anotber, anlesa his substitate has deeerted, or
is between eighteen and forty-five years of age : Pro-
vided, There is no other white maie person on sach
farm or plantation, managiog, or capable of managing,
the cultivation of the same.”

Mr. Maxwell said it was his objact to allay the dis-
contentin the army which bad bzen cfeated by the
large number of substitutes put in by able-bedied men.
He spoke agaiust the argumeut that there was a con-
tract between the Goveroment and the priocipals far-
pishing subsmtutes. He denied that the Goveroment
could make any contract exempting a citisen forever
from military service. Wheoever the exigency arrived,
every ¢itizen should be obliged to take up arms in de-
fence of the ¢ountry. ’I'he iife of the country must be
preserved. The Government had no r.ght to take citi-
scn’s property except in oases of absolute necessity.—
Then they should take his preperty or his body. Bat it
was plainly poor policy to put every body into the
army, only that we might witness how soon they would
starve. ‘I'he soidiers wha bad raised the clamor againss
the substitute men would, be felt sure, see the felly of
such a gltn The army must be fed as well as recruited,

Mr. Jobnson, of Georgia, said it strack him thece
was Do necerity for the passage of the bill nuder con-
gideration.
